Report of School Board 


To the Parents and Citizens of Hebron :— 


In each of the two schools in the town, there have 
been three terms, amounting to twenty-nine weeks for the 
year at the village school and thirty weeks in East 
Hebron. 

We believe the schools have been profitable and feel 
justified in saying that the teachers have proved them- 
selves capable and worthy of much praise, and that the 
scholars have made good advancement in their studies, 
and in perfect attendance a marked improvement has been 
made over last year in the village school. 

When the parents and scholars work together with 
the teacher,’ good results are sure to follow. To do this 
we must visit the schoolroom and become acquainted with 
the teacher, and encourage our children to be prompt in 
attendance and to do their best. We can see the impor- 
tance of this when we consider that it is in our common 
schools that the most of our children get their education. 

The village school library has been increased by the 
addition of thirty or more volumes presented by Mrs. J. O. 
Heald of New Jersey. They are a good selection of books 
suitable for all ages and are much used and appreciated. 

Through the kindness of Mrs. E. F. Holt and the 
efforts of the ‘‘Jungle Club’’ of East Hebron, the school 
at that place has been presented with a clock for their 
schoolroom which is much appreciated by pupils and 
teacher. 
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At the close of the spring term of the village school 
taught by Miss Eva A. Hammond of Hebron there were 
appropriate exercises in review, also speaking and singing, 
much credit is due to teacher and pupils. Whole number 
of visitors were thirty. The fall and winter terms of the 
village school were under the management of Miss Rosie 
B. King of Lyme, a teacher of some experience and well 
adapted to school work. The fall term closed an old- 
fashioned examination—a review of the studies gone over 
and worthy of imitation, showing good drill in all branches, 
the spelling classes were of especial interest. It is to be 
regretted that so few visitors were present. An interesting 
literary program was presented at the close of the winter 
term, duly appreciated by parents and friends. Number» 
of visitors for both terms, fifty. 

The spring term at East Hebron was taught by Miss 
Lura G. Clement of Bridgewater, a teacher well known in 
this school, it being her fourth term with it. The closing 
exercises showed hard work done by pupils and teacher ; 
after a review of studies a program consisting of declama- 
tions, exercises, etc., was presented. Attheclose a medal 
offered by Mr. E. S. Wilson for the best declamation was 
awarded to Stella M. Adams. Number of visitors, 37. 

The fall and winter terms at East Hebron were under 
the direction of Miss Mary Clement of Bridgewater, a 
teacher of experience and interested in her work. At the 
close of the fall term after the usual review a literary pro- 
gram was given for the pleasure of the assembled parents 
and friends to the number of thirty-six. The winter term. 


was closed by a thorough review of work done and was a 
credit to teacher and pupils. Number of visitors, 8.
